New versions of the bill will target “criminal behavior” — a change support- 
ers hope will alleviate concerns that the measure might interfere with teachers’ 
private lives. 

Utah has been consumed with the debate over gay rights, education and the 
nature of school clubs since late February when the Salt Lake School District 
disbanded all noncurricular clubs rather than allow a proposed Gay-Straight 
Student Alliance at East High School. Kelli Peterson, founder of the alliance, 
calls the proposal equivalent to discrimination. 

“It’s an unfair denial of students’ rights to life, liberty and happiness,” 
Peterson said. “We do not talk about having sex. We do not promote bigotry. 
We promote acceptance.” 

The Utah Attorney General’s office and the state Office of Education official- 
ly have opined that under the law, school districts have no basis for forbidding 
specific clubs, unless they engage in illegal activities. 

Taylor said that forbidding clubs based on hatred, crime or sexuality is in 
keeping within the school boards rights to protect the physical, emotional, psy- 
chological and moral well-being of students.

Hours after the crash, the Federal Aviation 
Administration said it would review rules that gov- 
ern when a pilot can allow an unlicensed passenger 
to fly the plane. 

Youngsters have to be at least 16 to solo at the 
controls of an airplane. But children of any age can 
fly alongside a licensed pilot, who may let them 
operate the controls if he feels it is safe.

Dole says Clinton’s abortion veto ‘extremist’ 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Bob Dole’s placement of President Clinton on the 
“extremist fringe” for his veto of an anti-abortion bill sharpens battle lines for 
the 1996 presidential election. But for all the strong rhetoric from both sides, 
polls show a majority of American voters don’t want a ban on abortion. 

Dole’s sharp comments, made after Clinton vetoed legislation Wednesday to 
ban partial-birth abortions, could make it harder for him to win support from 
the political center as he moves beyond the GOP primaries into the general- 
election campaign. 

Dole’s point was that the bill, which would ban a seldom-used late-term pro- 
cedure, had considerable bipartisan support in Congress — even if not enough 
to override a veto. 

Clinton contended the procedure was sometimes necessary to protect a 
woman’s health or save her life. 


Surrender ends the freedom of 2 Freemen 


JORDAN, Mont. — Two of the Freemen sought on charges by the FBI sur- 
rendered Thursday, driving a pickup truck out of the compound and turning 
themselves in to the FBI. 

U.S. Attorney Sherry Matteuci identified them as Ebert W. Stanton, 23, and 
Agnes B. Stanton, 52, both of Brusett. 

‘News reporters saw them taken away in handcuffs from a-road outside the 
Freemen’s heavily armed compound, which they call “Justus Township.” 

Both Stantons are charged with conspiracy, mail fraud and bank fraud in con- 
nection with the writing of at least $19.5 million in bogus checks and money 
orders between August 1994 and December 1995. 

Ebert Stanton is also charged with armed robbery for taking $66,000 in equip- 
ment from an ABC television crew in October 1995. He also was charged with 
threatening public officials. 

The standoff began March 25 after the FBI arrested two Freemen leaders who 
had left the compound. 


Kaczynski lost job for harassing girlfriend 


WASHINGTON — Within months of the first Unabomb explosion in a 
Chicago suburb, Theodore Kaczynski was fired by his brother, David 
Kaczynski, for harassing a female supervisor at a factory where they worked in 
a different suburb, sources close to the investigation say. 

FBI agents followed up the story of the brief, failed relationship to help com- 
plete their picture of the reclusive former math professor whvu is now suspected 
of the Unabomber’s 18 years of attacks, a law enforcement official said 
Thursday. 

The firing followed a difficult breakup between Kaczynski and the woman, 
one source said. 

But the breakup and dismissal came after the first Unabomber attack May 26, 
1978 — elsewhere in the Chicago suburbs, according to the law enforcement 
official who spoke on condition of anonymity. 

‘The Kaczynski family told the FBI earlier this year about the episode at a 
foam-cutting factory, and federal agents interviewed the woman involved, the 
official said. 


Lafferty’s conviction stands after retrial 


‘PROVO — Ron Lafferty has again been convicted of capital homicide in the 
1984 slashing slayings of his sister-in-law and her 15-month-old daughter. 

After five hours of deliberation Wednesday night, the 12-member jury con- 
victed the self-proclaimed prophet of two counts first-degree murder, two 
counts of aggravated burglary and two counts of conspiracy to commit criminal 
homicide. 

Those were the same counts on which he was convicted in 1985, resulting in a 
death sentence. A new trial was ordered after the 10th Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled in 1991 that the trial judge made a mistake in determining Lafferty’s com- 
petency. 

Lafferty, 54, appeared in good spirits before the verdict, showed no emotion 
while it was read at 10:50 p.m. Wednesday, and whispered and smiled with his 
attorneys after the verdict. 

Prosecuting and defense attorneys declined comment, saying they remained 
under a gag order not to discuss the case until the penalty phase is completed. 
The jury will determine whether the sentence will be execution or life impris- 
onment.

Elder Marion D. Hanks was named an 
emeritus General Authority in 1992, follow- 
ing 39 years of leadership as an Assistant 
to the Council of the Twelve Apostles and 
in the Presidency of the Seventy. 

Prior to his emeritus status, he served 
as executive director of the Priesthood 
Department. He also was president of the 
Salt Lake Temple, president of the British 
Mission, and Church administrator in the 
Southeast Asia/Philippines Area, based in 
Hong Kong, where he initiated a significant 
project in refugee services for several 
Asian countries. Having Navy service in 


World War II, he also chaired the 
Church’s Military Relations Committee. 

Long active in civic and community 
efforts, he was a presidential appointee on 
the U.S. President’s Citizens Advisory 
Committee on Children and Youth and the 
President’s Council on Physical Fitness 
and Sports. In 1978 he was presented with 
the Distinguished Service Award for the 
President’s Council “in recognition for 
outstanding contributions to the National 
Program of Physical Fitness and Sports.” 

He is a past president of the Salt Lake 
City Rotary Club, was district governor 
of Rotary for 1977-78, and has been a par- 
ticipant in worldwide Rotary assemblies 
and conferences. 

In Scouting, Elder Hanks has served 
as a member of the National Executive 
Board and as chair of several national 
committees. He has been awarded the 
Silver Beaver, the Silver Antelope, the 
Silver Buffalo, and in 1973 he was the first 
recipient of the honorary award of the 
National Eagle Scout Association. 

Elder Hanks holds a juris doctor 
degree from the University of Utah and 
has served on the governing boards of 
Weber State University, Snow College, 
and Southern Utah University. He also 
served as a member of the BYU Board of 
Trustees and was honored by its students 
with the BYU Exemplary Manhood 
Award. He received an honorary doctor 
of humanities degree from Utah State 
University and in 1993 was awarded an 
honorary doctorate of Christian service 
from BYU.

Israel attacks 
command center 
of guerrillas

BEIRUT. Lebanon — Israeli aircraft 
fired rockets across Lebanon on 
Thursday. targeting the command 
center of Hezbollah guerrillas in 
Beirut and bombarding cars suspected 
of carrying the guerrillas’ comman- 
ders. 

It was the first time since the 1982 
invasion that Israeli forces have 
attacked the Lebanese capital. 

The airstrikes were in retaliation for 
Hezbollah attacks on Israeli soldiers 
in southern Lebanon and rocket 
assaults on northern Israel that killed 
one soldier and wounded 38 other 
Israelis this week. 

But with Israeli elections just weeks 
away and recent suicide bombings 
deep inside Israel still fresh in 
Israelis’ minds. the nine hours of 
strikes went far beyond the usual 
reprisal. 

Casualty and damage reports were 
conflicting. with four or five people 
reported killed and about a dozen 
wounded. 

Speaking not long after the 
airstrikes, Israeli Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres refused to rule out fur- 
ther attacks on the Shiite Muslim 
guerrilla group. 

“We are not trigger-happy. (but) if 
someone prefers a confrontation to a 
dialogue we have the ability to con- 
front them,” he said. 

Ahmed Younis, a 35-year-old aide to 
a Hezbollah commander in the south. 
was seriously wounded when his car 
was gutted by a helicopter missile on 
the highway near the southern port of 
Sidon. 

The commander was not in the vehi- 
cle, Lebanese security sources said. A 
27-year-old woman passenger was 
killed and two other civilians were 
wounded at an adjacent highway rest 
stop in the fishing harbor of Jiye. A 
third civilian was wounded when a 
missile hit a car at Dirdghaya, near 
the southern port of Tyre, the sources 
said. 

Israeli fighter-bombers also attacked 
bases of the Iranian-backed Hezbollah 
in eastern and southern Lebanon. 

Hezbollah’s top commander in 
southern Lebanon, Sheik Nabil 
Kaouk, swore to “burn (the Israelis) 
with their fire and blow up the ground 
under their feet.” 

Thousands of Israelis fled the border 
town of Kiryat Shemona, where 36 
people were wounded by Katyusha 
attacks on Tuesday, to safety in cen- 
tral Israel. ’ 

The army ordered all children under 
the age of 16 to be evacuated from the 
north. 

In a joint news conference with 
Peres, Israel's army commanders 
described why they selected certain 
structures as air raid targets. 

A 10-story building in a densely 
populated southern suburb of Beirut 
served as Hezbollah’s command cen- 
ter from which attacks on Israel were 
being planned, said Maj. Gen. Moshe 
Ayalon, head of military intelligence. 

Helicopter gunships fired three mis- 
siles into three windows of a first- 
floor office in the building, which also 
housed Hezbollah leaders and their 
families, said the air force comman- 
der, Maj. Gen. Herzl Bodinger. 

Two buildings in south Lebanon that 
served as residences for Hezbollah 
fighters were destroyed also — but 
were likely evacuated before the 
attack; and an attack on what Israel 
said was a “major Hezbollah logistics 
center” but the guerrilla group 
claimed was only a garbage dump in 
the Bekaa Valley.

Looting frenzy 
rages in Liberia; 
U.S. troops sent

MONROVIA, Liberia — Mobs 
broke down the gates at the U.N. 
headquarters and looters jumped the 
walls of the U.S. Embassy compound 
on Thursday, as:even African peace- 
keepers reportedly joined in the wide- 
spread plunder of Liberia’s warring 
capital. 

Relief workers warned that a dan- 
gerous scarcity of food, medicine and 
fuel, compounded by a fifth straight 
day of fighting in Liberia’s capital, 
will worsen matters for a population 
already among the poorest in West 
Africa. 

“The fighting and ongoing massive 
looting of homes, market and shops 
has sparked off widespread food 
shortages for civilians in the city,” 
said Tarek El Guindi, director of the 
U.N. World Food Program in Liberia. 
“A serious humanitarian crisis is like- 
ly to erupt if fighting continues.” 

“Lord, please help us out of this 
madness — your children are dying,” 
said Maima Jones of Monrovia. 

Dozens of dead bodies, mostly those 
of young men, lay by the roadside in 
downtown Monrovia amid burned-out 
vehicles and shops that have been 
looted since the worst fighting in 
three years broke out Saturday 
between rebels and government 
troops. West African peacekeepers 
were reported to have engaged in 
“very heavy” looting in Monrovia, 
virtually paralyzing the U.N. food dis- 
tribution system that feeds about 1.5 
million people throughout Liberia. 

U.N. spokesman Sylvana Foa said 
communications with the U.N. head- 
quarters in Monrovia were cut after 
mobs stormed the gates Thursday 
morning. She said all staff members 
were reported safe and holed up at the 
U.S. Embassy compound. 

A senior defense official speaking 
from Washington said that as a result 
of the unrest, the number of U.S. mili- 
tary personnel involved in an evacua- 
tion mission had been increased from 
600 to 900. 

Foa said reports from the U.N. mis- 
sion in Liberia spoke of a “frenzy of 
looting” and that it appeared leaders 
of the warring factions had lost con- 
trol of their own fighters. 

Defense Secretary William Perry 
told reporters at a Pentagon news con- 
ference that the evacuation of U.S. 
citizens was going smoothly despite 
the chaos. As a result of the crisis — 
the third to result in U.S. evacuations 
from Monrovia since 1990 — three 
U.S. amphibious ships carrying 
roughly 700 U.S. Marines were 
ordered to Liberia.

Western States and suburban areas. 
We don’t have a lot of urban students 
here. We don’t have a lot of minority 
students. Those people are more like- 
ly to be Democrats.” 

Kristen Winmill, president of the 
College Democrats, believes the 
Republican Congress has hurt, not 
helped, the Republican presidential 
candidates. 

“The Republicans have been in 
Congress, so the students have seen 
what the Republican Party would do 
if it was in full power,” Winmill said. 

The statistics team found a correla- 
tion between gender and political 
views. 

“Females tended to affiliate with the 
Democrats and other parties more 
than males,” the statistics political 
opinion survey team wrote in their 
conclusion. 

Less than 6 percent of the 693 
respondents side with the Democrats, 
so the gender findings were not con- 
clusive. However, those familiar with 
the issues agree with the gender sepa- 
ration. 

“That doesn’t surprise me,” Smith 
said. “The Democratic movement has 
been more kind to females. Women 
are grateful for the women’s move- 
ment which was largely done by 
Democrats.” 

Davis believes this trend is not just 
at BYU. “The gender gap is national 
— women are more likely to see 
themselves as Democrats,” he said. “If 
you break it down, single women par- 
ents are even more likely to see them- 


selves as Democrats. They see the © 


Republicans as being on the wrong 
side of abortion and promoting family 
values can be seen as being against 
single women.” 

Two-thirds of the 693 students sur- 
veyed said they make a conscious 
effort to be informed on political 
issues, although students on average 
believe they only have a fair amount 
of influence on government. 

“The apathy comes because they 
don’t think they can do anything 
about government, so they turn to 
other things,” Smith said. 

With 48.2 percent, the most impor- 
tant factor influencing political ideol- 
' ogy for BYU students was the party’s 
‘stand on the issues. Family and 
‘friends was the second leading factor, 
with 35.6 percent. Religion was the 
\third most popular factor, with 13.4 
percent. Those who cited religion as 
their basis for party selection affiliat- 
ed themselves with both the 
Republican and Democratic Parties. 

Forty-two percent of students get 
most of their information about poli- 
tics from television, while 30.8 per- 
cent read newspapers to become polit- 
ically informed. Word of mouth was 
the third most influential medium, 
with 13 percent.

A prestigious art museum in Utah County is like a tem- 
ple in Las Vegas — they both seem a little out of place. 

However, the Springville Art Museum holds its own as 
an institution that promotes Utah artists as well as dis- 
playing internationally renown collections. 

The Springville Art Museum was founded in 1903 and 
is the oldest art museum in Utah. 

The museum is now host to the Spring Salon — the 
most prestigious annual art exhibition in Utah. The 
exhibit will feature 224 works of art by 214 living artists. 
The works were selected from 819 entries. 

“Tt is not an easy show for artists to be accepted in,” 
said Vern Swanson, director of the museum. “(The art) 
runs the gamut of traditional to modern to visionary.” 

Swanscn said the Spring Salon is named after the salon 
shows in Europe. The museum owns a large art collec- 
tion as well as featured works on long-term loans.

Despite its prestige, many people are not aware of the 
museum’s existence. 

“It’s been disappointing to find that 85 percent of BYU 
students have never heard of the museum,” said Sharon 
Gray, associate director and curator of education at the

Gray added that BYU art students are an exception to 
the rule in that they are very aware of the museum. 

Swanson said the museum’s purpose is to help Utah 
artists. “Even when we’re not doing Utah art, we’re 
doing it to encourage Utah art,” he said. 

Because the new museum has grown so much, a new 
wing will be constructed. The Centennial wing will give 
more room for art that has been in storage. It will also 
allow the museum to be handicap accessible as well as 
climate controlled, Gray said. 

A third of the cost has already been raised for the new 
wing. The museum is having an Art Ball to raise more 
money. BYU is also getting involved in the activities. On
